RULE BY REGIONS 
IS ASKEDFORU.S. 


Political Science Group 
Is Told States Rights | 
Should Be Superseded. 


A “regional” form of government 
for the nation was proposed yesterday 
before the Southern Political Science 
Association at the Biltmore hotel, 
which also heard the policies of Gov- 
ernor Talmadge and the late Senator 
Huey P. Long branded as “‘fascistic.” 

Dr. J. W. Manning, of the Univer- 
sity of Kentucky, association presi- 
dent, proposed the regional govern- 
ment, largely to supersede the sover- 
eignty of individual states. 

His proposal followed a discussion 
of the acts of the Georgia Governor 
and the late Louisiana political “dic- 
tator” by Professor H. ©. Nixon, of 
Tulane University, who said the ad- 
ministrations of both fell in the cate- 
gory of fascism, but that Talmadge 
was “more fascistic than Long.

Power Board Orders 
Full Report of Rates 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 26.—(P)— 
The Federal Power Commission today 
issued orders requiring all companies 
owning facilities for the sale of elec- 
tric energy in interstate commerce to 
file a schedule of rates. 

The action was announced as the 
“first step toward control of rates, 
charges, contracts and agreements re 
lating to the movement of electric eh- 
ergy in interstate commerce subject 
‘to the jurisdiction of the commission 
under the federal power act (Title Il 
of the public utility act of 1935).” 
The schedules must be filed by Jan- 
uary 15, 

At the same time the commission 
directed attention to a provision of 
the power act which forbids “any 
changes in rates, charges or contracts 
or agreements filed with the commis- 
sion under the act except on approval

GOVERNOR WON'T TELL 
STATE FINANCING PLAN 


“Go Ahead, Speculate,” Is 
Reply to Queries; Harrison 
Urges 1935 Tax Payments 


Governor Talmadge kept Georgia 
guessing yesterday as to his policies 
of operating after January 1 without 
an appropriations act but _ insisted 


“nothing is going to happen.” 

Meanwhile Comptroller General W. 
B. Harrison repeated a call for re- 
mittance of 1935 taxes. 

Pressed for a forecast of state 
events after January 1, the Governor 
said “go ahead, speculate.” 

“What's going to happen? Why 
they're going to start selling automo- 
bile tags down in the basement,” he 
added. 

While Harrison said general fund 
collections to date will not permit 
paying 1935 appropriations even on 
the 80 per cent basis prescribed last 
January by the Governor, he said the 
year’s fuel oil taxes are more than a 
million dollars above 1934. 

While the total fuel oil tax is al- 
located to schools, highways and coun- 
ties, almost a million dollars of it was 
used by the Governor last week in 
“lapsed” appropriations for 1934 to 
pay old debts. His order at the time 
explained the sum had _ not __ been 
“claimed” by the Highway Depart- 
— and had reverted to the general 
und. 

It was suggested in some quarters 
that if revenues by January 1 exceed 
the 8O per cent operating basis, the 
surplus may be used for operation 
under the existing appropriations act. 

If collections are exceptional, these 
sources added, the state might be able 
to operate at least temporarily with- 
out an appropriations act or any 
unusual legal or executive proceedure. 

The “speculations” to which the 
Governor referred include one that he 
may divert part of the highway’s fuel 
oil tax to other departmenta, and one 
that he may operate under martial 
law.

NEWS BEHIND THE NEWS 


BY PAUL MALLON. 


MISFIT WASHINGTON, Dec. 26.—It was not apparent on the sur- 

face of the recent TVA arguments before the supreme court, 
but the New Deal power progtam was jockeyed farther back into an 
embarrassing technical position. 

To an outsider it may be amazing, but government counsel had to 
concede that all the federal ‘‘yardstick’’ power projects are unconstitu- 
tional, as such. Both Solicitor Reed and Special Counsel O’Brian ad- 
mitted the projects must be for the purposes of navigation, national de- 
fense or flood control, else they are illegal. The development of power 
can be only incidental. 

This puts the shoe on the opposite foot. Messrs. Roosevelt, Norris 
and congress have been bearing down on the other one publicly. Their 
statements have placed greatest weight on the power angle, with inci- 
dental pressure, if any, upon navigation, national defense and flood 


control. 


LOTION This misfit of the right foot in the left shoe and vice versa 
may not cause much legal toe torture as far as the TVA is 
concerned, but the New Deal lawyers are wondering what they will say 
when some of the other federal power projects come before the court. 
In the TVA case, the government was able to show that Muscle Shoals 
was built during the war as a national defense nitrate project, which was, 
at least, an argument for TVA. 
But TVA is the only one of the various projects started on that 


ground. 


TACT A feminine federal official who recently visited Kansas will not 
be sent out there again next year as a campaign speaker.

NEW YORK GROUP 
HEARS MITCHELL 


Beasts of Coastal Region of 
Centuries Ago Discussed 


by Georgia Geologist. 


Giant beasts that roamed _ the 
southern Atlantic coastal plain thou- 
sands of years ago were described yes- 
terday by Lane Mitchell, assistant 
state geologist of Georgia, in an ad- 
dress before the Paleontological So- 
ciety now meeting in New York city. 
Telling of recent excavations at Sa- 
vannah, where bones of the imperial 
elephant were uncovered, Mr. Mitchell 
said: 

“The large number of bones of dif- | 
ferent creatures found in a spot none | 
too carefully selected and the fact that 
fragments of bones were picked up. 
for 300 feet or more from the point of | 
excavation make it seem likely that, 
the area is a veritable storehouse of | 
vertebrate animal remains of Pleis- | 
tocene time.” 

Discovery of these bones was made | 
by relief workers while digging a 
drainage ditch about a mile south of 
Savannah's city limits, he pointed out. 
He urged a sharp lookout for fossils 
uring the construction of the new 
canal across Florida. 

Many important’ discoveries of 
Pleistocene times have been made in 
the southern Atlantic coastal ~— 
ye 
about 100 years ago, Jr. Mitchell 
stated. Bones of the imperial ele- 
phant, dug up near Savannah, were 
a five feet below the surface, he 
said.

While you may never 
wear your tailcoat astride a_ horse, 
that split in the tai is an ingenious 
device dating back to the days when 
men had need to part the tails in the 
middle over the saddle of a horse. It 
was a lieutenant-colonel of the Horse 
Guards who deserves credit for the 
first overcoat for formal evening wear. 
The modern one we've shown here still 
retains the broad, sweeping lines of 
this first evening overcoat, which was 
similar to the Inverness cape, still 
most fashionable for this purpose. 
Three stage door Johnnies of the early 
19th century were the first to wear 
hats for formal evening wear that 
bore a definite resemblance to the cur- 
rently accepted lines of the opera hat.

To Dolph Camilli, of the Phillies, 
went the doubtful distinction of set- 
ing the only league record revealed 
by the miscellaneous averages, made 
public today. Camilli struck out 113 
times to break the old record he shar- 
ed at 94 with Hack Wilson.

“The utter futility of the protest- 
ant position is more and more appar- 
ent and it is probable that the fiasco 
of prohibition, for 20 years the main- 
stay of American protestantism, has 
delivered the coup de grace.’

GEORGIA GEOLOGIST 
SPEAKS IN GOTHAM 


Lane Mitchell Tells Society 
of Recent Excavations 


At Savannah. 


NEW YORK, Dec. 26.—(4)—Mam- 
moths, mastodons and other large 
beasts that roamed the south Atlantic 
coastal plain thousands of years ago 


were described today by Lane Mitch- 
ell, assistant state geologist of Georgia, 
in an address before the Paleonto- 
logical Society. | 

Mitchell told of recent excavations 
at Savannah, Ga., where bones of the 
imperial elephant, several different 
mastodons, crocodile and others were 
found. 

“The large number of bones of dif- 
ferent cratures found in a spot no too 
carefuly selected and the fact that 
fragments of bones were picked up for 


300 feet or more,” Mitchell said, 
“make it seem likely that the area is 


a veritable storehouse of vertebrate 
animal remains of the  pleistocene 
time.” 

He said discovery of two large jaw 
bones with teeth in place was the high 
point of the work, in which he was 
aided by relief workers. The bones, 
he said, were identified as belonging 
to the imperial elephant, a mammoth 


which roamed over much of North 


America 100,000 years ago. He said 


the bones were found only five feet 
below surface.
